Sin,—With yvour permission I should like to draw your attention, and the 
attention of the public generally, to a controversy which Is occupying the 
minds of the bulk of the Jewish residents in Belfast at this moment, and

a small synagogue, built about twenty vears ago, situate — in 
Great Victoria Street quite two miles from the Jewish quarter 


of the town. For the benefit of the increasing Jewish population Services 
have been held for some time past each week day, night and morning, and 
on Friday nights and Sabbath afternoons, in the Jewish School, Regent 
Street, an institution founded mainly through the instrumentality of Mr. s: 
Gortinkle, who was also the orwaniser of these Services. But the authorities 
at the Great) Victoria Street Synagogue (whose officers have evidently a 


voice in the management of the school) will not allow any. Servic 
to be held in the sehool on Sabbath mornings simply beeause (se 
they say) the Services at the school will leave the Synagogue 


Without a congregation on Sabbath mornings. The decision of the synagogue 
waithorities did not trouble the school worshippers much; they simply said 1 
Was necessary to hold services on Sabbath mornings as well (permission had 
already been obtained from the Commissioners of Education), and came to the 
school accordingly. However, they found that the synagogue authorities who 
had got wind of the affair, had on the Friday evening fastened the doors and 
nailed up the windows of the school in order to keep the public out. The 
would-be worshippers had, therefore, cither to abandon the service, or force 
anentry. They chose the latter course, a rather undignified one | willadnut,

The information whieh has) reached me to date deseribes as vers 
precarious the situation of the Jewish colonies in Palestine, net rhely these 
founded by the Chovevi Zion Society in Odessa and the Jews in Bulearin. 

At Artouf, near Jaffa, the ceondition of things, secording te au letter | 
have just received from one of the principal colonists, is lamentable, After 
having worked hard and spent uselessiy all he possessed, he has now been 
reduced to abandoning the land he had bought, in order to go to Jaffa, where 
he hopes to find work. The morale of the colonists, it ippeaPrs, leaves much 
to be desired, for they do not work any longer, and are lin ing on charity. 

In the colonies founded hy the Oklessa Society the situation is even 
worse than Artouf; judging by the report presented to the last meeting of 
the society, held at Odessa, by M.A. Ginsburg, who has recently visited the 
colonies in Palestine. He stated that the work of colonisation is bevoud the 
power of the sociely. Past eX perience has shown that even with help Prom 
foreign countries and with smadl private donations it is not possible to carry 
on effective work. It is, therefore, useless to think for a moment of founding 
other colonies, The action of the Committee must be confined to making 
erants to the Colonies already in existence. Ht would be a thotisand= times 
preferable if such Colonies and such help did not exist at all: buat since they 
do exist they cannot be abandoned to their fate. The question therefore is: 
What help can be given and in what form ? It is regrettable to have to 
wdmit that while the Society had in view the establishment of Colonies, it 
has not founded a single one on a firm basis. The Society has given them 
charity, and the more alms accorded to them the more misery is engendered, 
M. Ginsburg concludes that the grants and loans to Colonists have done 
moral harm to the recipients, as they have now no distaste for such means of 
support. They are not to blame, but the Committee and supporters of the

anee of the Statistieal Year Book of Canada for 1900,

Canada presents. the brightest 
prospects for Jewish emigrants, With its unlimited fesourees it bs 
capable, by degrees, of absorbing some millions of Jews. The North West 
Territories, in which the Hirsch Colony is situated, might easily become the 
granary of the whole of Europe, so vast is the extent of wheat-fields which 
they comprise. The acreage of cultivation is Continually increasing, but the 
increase would have to go on for an indetinite number of years before all the 
Virgin soil was exhausted, and by that tim-> seience will have discovered 
new systems of fertilisation. The prospects of this year’s harvest in the 
Hirsch Coloay, as we have already montioned, are the brightest ever known, so 
that the crop of 1901 promises to be a recordone., While agriculture is the 
leading industry in the couutry, forestry, fisheries and mining come next 
to it in importance, The forests cover nearly-a third of the total area, 
and more than 2.000, 000,000 eubie feet of tinber are cut annually a large 
portion of it being ground into the pulp) out. of Which news- 
papers are manufactured, — the United States itself being a vast 
importer of wood pulp for this purpose. The fisheries are the largest in 
the world. Canadians are great fish-caters, aud this should render it easy 
for foreign Jews emigrating to Canada to respeet their dietary laws. The 
weight of tinned salmon alone which ts annually exported from the Fraser 
River runs into millions of pounds a year. In regard to animals, Canada is 


one of the richest countries in the world. The coal fields already opened up 


cover 100,000 square miles, and its gold fields are no less vast. Here, then, 


is a eountry considerably larger than the whole of the United 


States, and quite as wealthy in agricultural, marine, and = mineral 


resourees. And it has the advantage of being part of the British Empire, 


under a Government more favourably disposed to the Jewish people than 


any other in the world. It was a wise instinct that led so many Roumanian 


and Russian Jews to settle themselves in the Dominion, fer if there is a 


country on the face of the globe which opens up an almost unlimited scope

Return. figures as to the extent of the alien influx cannot 
err on the side of too little.

Yet 
whereas the number of aliens officially declared to have arrived here 
from abroad was in July, 100, 16.423: in duly of the present 
year, the number was reduced to 12,888 -—a diminution of no less than 3,535, 
The figures for the seven months of the year already gone are no less 
discouraging to the agitation based on these imperfeet returns. Whereas 
93.5306 immigrants (inclusive of course, of sailors) were reported as landing 
on these shores from January to July of 1900, for the corresponding period 
of the year 1901 only 91,406 have come, either temporarily or permanently, 
to the United Kingdom reduction of close on 2,000, These are 
surely figures which should be pressed upon the public notice, 
Not only do they not record an increase in the volume of the alien 
immigration, not only do they not indicate even a steady maintenance 
of the past inflow, but they actually reveal a very considerable diminution 
in the tide—a diminution of which we may legitimately expect 
some recognition in the quarters where a contrary state of things rouses 
such an outery.

For though there may not be one chance in ten that the 
beggar is the Prophet in disguise, no orthodox Jew would-care to trifle with 
the possibility. he asserted without fear of contradiction that the 
Prophet Elijah does not assume the form of a woman thendicant, wherefore 
the Jewish women are not taken care of on the Sabbath, but are forced to 
earn their Sabbath pleasures as best they ean or do without, 

have had myself invited what means must remain unpublished 
to various Jewish houses in the New York Ghetto on Friday evening. i 
Was not always the hone ol well-to-do people more often, tn fact, poor 
labourers, pedlars, sweaters, but men who adhered to the letter of the 
law, because, in many cases, they knew the law. The erstwhile bedraggled 
women have uinlergone ul change, they ure dressed their best 4 their well- 
greased and glistening wigs surrounded by  snow-white caps, lend 
Sabbath dignity to their appearance. The room is flooded with light, the 
table is covered with spotless linen; in the centre stands the tall brass or 
silver candlesticks with the candles, whose flames are as angels of light 
eome from heaven, to give cheer and brightness to the life of the Jew. At 
the head of the table are the Challes, or twists, extra bread made for the 
Sabbath, and a carafe of wine with which to salute the angels. that 
are the invisible guests in every Jewish home on the Sabbath, and the 
‘additional soul’ that indwells every Jew who worthily celebrates the 
holy day. 

Now behold the woman standing in front of the candles just lighted, 
adover whieh she sweeps her hands for the moment, then covers her face 
remains in silent prayer, Ah, Pam not romancing Lam writing 
facts: PE know; and if vou, too, knew, if vou could) penetrate her heart's 
devotions, you would hear what hopes, what wishes, she confides to these

These are the lights and shadows of Ghetto life in New York: not 
the lights nor all the shadows. | have mutch more to sav on the subject, 
for | have spent many months there and have seen much that is hideous os 
well as auch that is beautiful. Rut this | may assert positivels "The 
Gihetto of New York is. there to stuy, despite theortsing reformers who 
speak of abolition. You may break down a wall of brick and mortar, but ne 
power can break down the wall made by aggregate wretchedness, poverts 
wl prejudice. This wall will exist as long as. humanity exists with its 
selfishness and its sporadic efforts reform, whieh, toustead of betterimg. 
only aggravate existing conditions. The Ghetto in’ New York will exist as 
long as America is a free country and the Jew is treated like a beast in 
Slavie countries : it will exist. as long us the laws permit people with long 
beards, peculiar dress and peculiar speech to gather in one distriet; it will 
eXistas long as there are no laws against Jewish Jargon, Jewish press, and 
the orthodox Jewish religion, with its kosher butchers and kosher 
restaurants and kosher Mikvahs : it will exist as long as Russian Jewish 
emigrants are forced to make a living in the street and merchants display 
signs in Hebrew letters, and the filth of the Ghetto will exist as long as 
there is a municipality that favours one part of the city and totally neglects 
the other. 

The Ghetto, indeed, has lost its primal significance ; political oppres- 
sion and popular prejudice keep these Slavonic Jews in the Ghetto, but their 
own free will, religious necessity, and the opportunity to make a living among 
people whe understand them, and whom they understand. He has neither the 
neans nor the ability te do business outside of the Ghetto, certainly not before 
he has accumulated a littl: money. Then he need not be urged to leave the 
Ghetto. He will do that soon enough; for every pedlar is an incipient 
broker, and the Jew lowest in the social scale thinks himself the equal o! 
the richest of his race. For ‘‘all Israelites are brothers,’’ and wealth ts 
transitory. The only thing that to his mind is of lasting worth, and which 
he respects above all else, is Talmudic learning ; that constitutes a glory 
which no poverty can ever obscure, but money !—why, ‘any ass can have 
money, to quote a Ghetto friend of mine. And if a Ghetto Jew could readily 
do without the occasional favours of the rich of his race, he would despise 
them as being unworthy of his notice— 

“Si pranderet olus patienter regibus uti 

Nollet Aristippus 
as Horace said. And if the Ghetto Jew had money, and could live in a 
mansion instead of an unspeakable tenement house ; if instead of dealing in 
old clothes he could deal in wheat, he would turn from the Ghetto in disgust. 
for to continue the Horacian philosophy :

We must, therefore, take the Jew of the Ghetto as we find him. praise his 
virtues, be merciful to his faults, help himin his st ruggeles, and be becomingly 
grateful that we are his visitors and not his associates.
